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Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 


The  Rural  District  of  Glanford  Brigg  comprises  an  area 
of  about  136,595  acres  and  includes  41  civil  pai’ishes.  The 
population  at  census  1931  was  28,177,  in  1934  28,280.  The 
district  is  bounded  on  the  North  and  East  by  the  River 
Humber,  and  on  the  South  by  the  Rural  Districts  of 
Gainsborough,  Caistor  and  Grimsby,  and  on  the  West  by  the 
River  Trent.  To  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  Area  was  added  in 
1936,  the  Winterton  Urban  Area,  3,818  acres,  and  Roxby-cum- 
Risby  Urban  Area,  comprising  4,900  acres.  Portion  of  the 
Parish  of  Wrawby  was  removed  from  the  Rural  District 
(added  to  Brigg  Urban  District). 


Two  parallel  ranges  of  hills  cross  the  District  running 
approximately  North  and  South,  they  are  called  the  Cliff  and  the 
Wolds.  The  former  has  an  average  elevation  of  200  feet  above 
datum.  It  is  formed  of  oolite  limestone.  The  latter  running 
in  a South  Easterly  direction  from  Barton-on-Humber  and 
South  Ferriby,  is  much  wider,  with  an  average  width  of  8 miles. 
The  formation  is  chalk.  The  area  West  of  the  Cliff  drains 
into  the  Trent.  The  vallej^  between  the  Cliff  and  the  Wolds  is 
drained  by  the  River  Ancholme,  which  reaches  the  Humber  at 
Ferriby  Sluice.  East  of  the  Wolds  the  streams  drain  into  the 
Humher.  The  district  is  almost  entirely  agricultural  but  many 
of  the  population  work  in  the  adjacent  Borough  of  Scunthorpe, 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  iron  and  steel  and  in  the 
extraction  of  iron  ore  from  mines  and  underground  workings, 
many  of  which  are  in  this  Council’s  district.  Other  industries 
are  beet  sugar  manufacture,  ship  building,  artificial  manure 
manufacture,  poultry  food  and  cement  manufacture,  brick 
making,  refining  of  crude  oil,  refining  of  cane  sugar,  etc.

Notes  on  the  Vital  Statistics  for  1950. 

There  was  a fall  on  the  total  of  Live  Births  from  624  in  1949  to  601  in  1950. 
Legitimate  Births  numbered  565  in  1950  as  against  589  in  1949.  Illegitimate 
Births  wore  12  less  than  1949,  i.e.  23  in  1950  against  35  in  1949. 

The  Birth  Rate  in  1949  was  18'32,  in  1950  18’66  (Uncorrccted). 

The  Death  Rate,  11*6  in  1950,  was  slightly  higher  than  that  of  1949,  namely  10*21. 
Total  Deaths  1950 — 388  compared  with  342  in  1949. 

Death  of  Infants  under  1 year  in  1950  fell  from  23  to  22. 

Deaths  from  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  NIL  during  both  years. 

Deaths  of  Infants  under  4 weeks  of  age  from  all  causes  numbered  13.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

With  the  advent  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1948, 
the  Lindsey  County  Council  became  the  responsible  authority 
for  Ambulance  Services.  They  subsidised  a scheme  for  a 
service  to  cover  the  County  with  a main  station  at  Scunthorpe 
and  sub-stations  at  Boston  and  Cleethorpes  and  Market  Rasen. 
This  gave  no  sub-station  to  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District  or 
Brigg  Urban  District.  A deputation  of  officers  of  both  Councils 
attended  at  Lincoln  to  put  their  case  before  the  County  Council 
and  the  Chief  Ambulance  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  it  was  difficult  to  service  the  large  area 
of  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District — population  30,000 — from 
Scunthorpe,  particularly  in  foggy  weather  or  on  ice  bound 
roads,  and  Medical  Practitioners  in  Brigg  were  concerned  that 
the  Brigg  Hospital,  in  frequent  use,  should  not  have  an 
Ambulance  near  at  hand.  The  County  Council  did  not  agree, 
and  pleaded  that  there  was  a shortage  of  Ambulances  and  that 
service  from  Scunthorpe  was  sufficient.  This  opinion  was 
strongly  contested  by  Medical  Practitioners  from  Brigg  and 
District,  including  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  my 
opinion  this  view  is  still  the  correct  one,  and  while  admitting 
that  a good  service  is  being  provided  at  present,  considering 
the  distances,  I consider  that  there  should  be  a sub-station  at 
Brigg  to  avoid  delay  in  urgent  cases  and  to  facilitate  the  work 
of  the  Local  Hospital.

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Precautions  taken  on  occurrence  ot  a case  of 
Infectious  Disease. 

The  case  is  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  Medical 
Officer.  In  the  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  Smallpox,  Encephalitis 
Lethargica,  or  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  by  both  Officials. 

The  Inspector  renders  on  the  day  of  his  visit  a report  on 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  the  efficiency  of  isolation. 

A written  questionnaire  as  to  inmates  of  the  house,  source 
of  infection,  etc.,  is  thus  perused  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity.  The  case  is  removed 
to  an  Isolation  Hospital  where  considered  expedient. 

Where  the  case  is  isolated  at  home,  instructions  and 
liquid  disinfectant  are  given  to  those  nursing  the  patient,  and 
a card  is  left  for  the  Medical  Attendant  to  complete  when 
disinfection  may  safely  be  carried  out. 

In  particular  cases,  infected  bedding  or  mattresses  are 
destroyed,  and  compensation  is  paid  after  consideration  of  the 
merits  of  the  case  b3^  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Rural 
District  Council.  It  is  essential  that  no  bedding  should  be 
destroyed  until  inspected  by  an  Official  of  the  Council,  or 
in  exceptionally  urgent  circumstances  a qualified  Medical 
Practitioner  who  can  testify  as  to  its  condition.

Notes  on  the  Incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases,  1950. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified. 
The  total  was  11  new  cases.  Against  this  the  Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  were 
slightly  lower. 

There  was  also  a fall  in  Major  Infectious  Diseases  to  74  cases  as  compared 
with  99  in  1949,  and  a marked  fall  since  1938  when  the  figure  recorded  was  240. 
Elsewhere  in  this  report  are  the  numbers  of  cases  notified  from  1927  to  1950  and 
a marked  increase  in  the  Health  of  the  district  since  then  is  at  once  apparent. 
This  is  due  to  better  Housing,  better  Water  Supplies,  better  case  of  Childrens 
nutrition  and  extra  milk  and  vitamins.  Diphtheria  Immunization  and  the 
greater  amount  of  Isolation  of  serious  disease  as  well  as  better  sanitation  generally. 

Also  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  virulence  of  Scarlet  Fever  has  decreased 
markedly  from  unknown  causes  over  this  period.  Wartime  restrictions  of  diet 
with  increased  open-air  activities  for  both  adults  and  children  have  also  been 
beneficial. 

291  cases  of  Measles  and  103  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified. 

There  were  45  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  2 cases  of  Diphtheria.  No  cases 
of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  an  immunized  person. 

In  September,  1950,  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  started  in  Barnetby 
amongst  schoolchildren  and  quickly  spread  to  Worlaby,  Elsham  and  Wrawby. 
A carrier  was  eventually  detected  at  Wrawby  school.

Diphtheria  Immunization. 

From  July  4th,  1948,  with  the  entrance  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1948,  control  of  Immunization  passed  to 
the  Lindsey  County  Council,  and  all  records  held  by  your 
Council  were  handed  over  at  the  request  of  that  body  and  a 
receipt  obtained. 

At  the  time  of  handing  over,  the  area  was  well  immunised 
and  the  Council’s  figure  for  Diphtheria  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  of  previous  years,  as  has  been  the  case  in 
all  Districts.  If  under  the  new  system  boosting  doses  are 
maintained,  the  position  should  remain  satisfactory.

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Admission  of  Cases  to  Hospital. 

Hospitals  were  taken  over  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  Sheffield,  and  Brigg  was  included  in  the  Scunthorpe 
group  of  Hospitals,  comprising  Scunthorpe  War  Memorial 
Hospital,  Brigg  Glanford  Hospital,  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital 
and  Brumby  Maternity  Home. 

Admission  of  cases  to  Hospital  is  by  direct  application 
to  the  Hospital,  or  to  a Bed  Bureau  situated  at  the  Grimsby 
and  District  Hospital. 

In  infectious  cases,  however,  it  is  desirable  that  admission 
should  be  through  or  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Local  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  responsible  for  prevention  of 
spread  and  disinfection,  and  who  has  to  record  the  incidence  of 
disease  daily  in  his  District  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

District  Nursing  Associations  have  been  taken  over  by 
the  County  Council.

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

The  new  powers  and  duties  under  Section  47  of  the  above 
Act  have  been  kept  in  mind  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  it 
was  necessary  to  report  two  cases  to  the  Council’s  Public 
Health  Committee. 

The  type  of  cases  provided  for,  under  the  Section,  have 
always  been  difficult  to  deal  with,  and  it  is  contemplated  that 
the  full  powers  under  the  Act  will  only  be  used  in  extremely 
bad  cases.  In  many  cases  Local  Authorities  are  reluctant  to 
use  the  powers,  and  will  only  do  so  when  all  other  efforts  have 
been  unsuccessful.  The  procedure  under  the  Act  is  of  course 
useful  in  the  extreme  cases,  but  is  somewhat  slow  and  tedious, 
but  in  my  opinion  can  be  simplified. 

Food  Poisoning. 

During  the  year  1950  there  were  no  epidemics  or  isolated 
cases  of  illness  which  could  be  attributed  to  food  poisoning. 
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Foods  Section. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  administrative  change-over  which  became  necessary 
because  of  the  operation  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and 
Dairies)  Act,  1944,  was  quickly  and  smoothly  completed  late  in 
the  previous  year. 

Our  own  work  relating  to  the  register  of  Distributors 
and  the  register  of  Dairies  other  than  Dairy  Farms,  and  the 
issue  of  Dealers  and  Supplementary  Licences  has  proceeded 
satisfactorily,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  is  in  this 
County  a complete  and  full  liasion  between  the  bodies 
responsible  for  Milk  Legislation. 

(b)  Meat. 

As  in  the  previous  years.  Meat  Inspectors  in  the 
Department  have  given  their  advice  on  request  in  the  case  of 
privately  owned  pigs  slaughtered  for  home  consumption,  but 
not  intended  for  sale. 

Each  Winter,  efforts  are  made  to  widen  the  scope  of  this 
service,  but  it  is  of  course  understood  that  there  is  no  obligation 
on  the  part  of  this  Council  to  inspect  such  meat,  and  our  advice 
is  only  offered  on  the  request  of  the  owner.

Scavenging. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  have  maintained  8 motor 
vehicles  on  full  time  scavenging  work.  Two  or  three  of  the 
older  vehicles  now  need  replacing  and  it  has  been  the  Council’s 
policy  so  far  to  order  new  lorries  each  year  so  that  the  Fleet 
is  kept  as  modern  as  possible.  It  must  be  appreciated  how- 
ever, that  during  the  last  7 years  the  Council’s  Scavenging 
Service  has  increased  from  1 lorry  and  17  contractors  using 
horse-drawn  vehicles  to  8 full-time  Direct-Labour  vehicles. 

The  district  is  now  fully  covered  for  the  weekly  collection 
of  nightsoil  and  the  fortnightly  collection  of  house  refuse,  but 
the  service  has  grown  so  quickly  that  to  keep  pace  with  the 
public  demands  for  these  services,  and  to  implement  the 
Council’s  policy,  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  method  of 
carrying  out  this  work  is  due  for  review.  The  work  is  satis- 
factory, and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  we  occasionally  receive 
complimentary  letters  from  Parish  Councils  and  other  bodies. 

In  view  of  the  proposed  new  Sewerage  Schemes  in 
certain  parishes,  it  is  obvious  that  we  are  at  the  peak  of  the 
nightsoil  collection,  but  the  house  refuse,  of  course,  will 
continue  to  grow.  This  is  also  another  reason  why  the 
Scavenging  Scheme  is  due  for  review  and,  if  necessary,  for 
slight  re-organization  in  order  to  effect  economy  and  to 
increase  efficiency. 
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The  vehicles  are  maintained  by  the  Council’s  own 
Foreman  Mechanic  in  a fully  equipped  garage,  and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  a breakdown  on  the  road  and  the 
consequent  loss  of  time  is  a rare  occurrence. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Late  in  1950  tenders  were  accepted  for  the  provision  of 
full-treatment  Sewage  Works  and  complete  new  Sewerage 
Schemes  in  the  parishes  of  Barnetby  and  Kirton  Lindsey. 
The  starting  date  was  fixed  for  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  but 
as  anticipated,  the  active  start  was  not  made  until  early  in  195L 

The  completion  of  these  two  schemes  will  ease  the 
drainage  difficulties  considerably,  and  will  remove  sources  of 
contamination  to  water  supplies  at  Kirton  Lindsey,  and  will 
also  abate  serious  sewer  ditch  nuisances  at  Barnetby. 

In  July,  1950,  the  Minister  held  an  Inquiry  into  the 
Council’s  application  for  loan  sanction  to  proceed  with  new 
Sewerage  Schemes  in  the  parishes  of  Roxby  and  Winterton. 

In  the  case  of  Winterton,  there  were  many  serious 
reasons  why  this  work  was  considered  urgent,  i.e.  the  flooding 
of  streets  due  to  the  surcharging  of  sewers,  the  totally 
insufficient  Sewage  Works,  and  the  high  cost  of  maintenance 
of  the  defective  sewers  and  sewer  ditches.  The  Winterton 
application  was  further  complicated  by  the  County  Council,  as 
the  Highway  Authority,  being  concerned  with  the  flooding  of 
the  streets.  By  the  end  of  1950  no  decision  regarding  a grant 
had  been  received  from  the  Ministry,  but  we  are  hoping  for  an' 
early  reply. 

During  the  year  preparation  work  was  commenced 
regarding  drainage  improvements  at  South  Killingholme.  If 
this  work  is  eventually  carried  out  with  the  co-operation  of  the' 
County  Council,  serious  pollution  of  a considerable  length  of 
water  course  will  be  abated  and  many  complaints  will  therefore 


cease. 
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Within  the  built-up  area  of  Broughton,  in  Southfield 
Road,  a 460’  length  of  6"  sewer  was  laid  to  accommodate  4 
houses  which  were  without  this  service.  The  conversion  of 
pail  closets  at  these  4 houses  were  promptly  completed,  and  it 
is  interesting  to  note  that  this  length  is  the  third  sewer 
extension  we  have  had  to  make  at  Broughton  in  order  to 
rectify  omissions  on  the  original  scheme. 

In  the  earl}'  part  of  the  year  complaints  were  received 
from  the  Broughton  Parish  Council  concerning  the  pollution 
of  Broughton  Beck  near  the  Post  Office.  As  we  were  quite 
definite  that  none  of  the  Council’s  foul  sewers  discharge  into 
Broughton  Beck,  this  was  at  first  rather  a puzzling  matter. 
A good  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  investigating,  and  eventually 
the  cause  was  found  to  be  that  the  foul  drainage  in  some  of 
the  houses  in  Estate  Avenue  was  connected  to  the  County 
Council’s  storm  water  sewer  instead  of  to  this  Authority’s  foul 
sewer.  The  matter  was  pointed  out  to  the  County  Council, 
and  the  wrong  connections  were  promptly  remedied. 


River  Pollution. 

Serious  complaints  were  received  about  the  middle  of 
the  year  concerning  the  condition  of  Bottesford  Beck,  which 
rises  in  Risby  Warren  near  the  parish  of  Roxby  and  proceeds 
southwards  through  the  industrial  area  of  Scunthorpe,  turning 
westwards  through  Bottesford,  eventually  discharging  into  the 
River  Trent  at  East  Butterwick. 

The  pollution  is  so  bad  that  it  is  obvious  from  a mere 
cursory  inspection.  Samples  were  taken  however,  and  it  was 
found  that  the  pollution  was  occurring  whilst  the  water  course 
was  passing  through  the  industrial  area  near  Santon. 

Apparently  the  cause  of  the  trouble  is  the  discharge  of 
an  enormous  amount  of  process  water  from  the  Coke  Oven 

plants. 

The  whole  matter,  together  with  the  Analyst’s  report  on 
the  samples  taken,  were  referred  to  the  Scunthorpe  Corporation 
for  their  attention.  It  is  well-known  however  that  this  is  not 
merely  a local  matter,  but  a problem  which  arises  in  nearly 
every  Steelworks  area  throughout  the  country.  The  Scun- 
thorpe officials  have  had  the  advice  of  the  Inspector  from  the 
Trent  Rivers  Board,  but  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report 
there  is  no  visible  evidence  of  any  improvement  in  the  condition 
of  the  water  course. 
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Water  Supplies. 

The  Council  obtain  water  from  the  North  Lindsey  Water 
Board  and  distribute  this  water  through  their  own  mains  to  the 
various  villages  as  follows.  During  the  year  excellent  progress 
was  made  in  the  laying  of  new  water  mains,  and  the  details  are 
set  out  below  : — 

Contract  1. — Commenced  the  previous  year,  was  com- 
pleted, and  the  mains  laid  in  this  contract  serve  the  areas  of 
Barrow,  Barrow  Haven,  New  Holland,  Goxhill,  Kirmington 
and  Croxton.

Contract  4.— The  work  of  this  contract  commenced  in 
October,  1950,  and  good  progress  was  made.

The  Council  are  now  much  nearer  realising  their  Post- 
war ambition  of  providing  a main  water  supply  to  every  village 
in  the  area. 

When  the  works  quoted  above  are  finally  completed 
there  only  remains  the  last  contract  which  will  provide  water 
for  a further  six  parishes.  The  proposals  to  do  this  have 
already  been  approved  by  the  Ministry,  and  it  is  anticipated 
authority  to  commence  the  work  will  be  quickly  forthcoming.
